Bill of Bights stands on sTial^ grduhd 


In I9.S7 .America liunored the 2U0th 
anni%'crsar\’ of the Cpnstitulion. Dozens of 
hooks. hiiiKircds of articles, and seure.s of 
cclchmiions marked the occasion. 

This year marks tlic 2d0th anniversary of 
the Bill of Rights. I'herc ate no Iwoks. no 
I’V specials, no panulcs. Why? 

rite reason. I suspect, is that while we *' 
revere the bndv of the U.S. Constitution, wc 
arc miicit more amhivaicnl alxnit the Hill oi 
Righ'is. 

I he Constmiiion c.slablishcs a 
govcnimvnt where the majority rules. I'he 
Bill of Rights rcstniins ihai-majoriiy. It 
clet'cnds those engaged in unpopular 
behavior. And that, for many, makes the Bill 
of Rights itself unpopular. 

Back in 1970 the Columbia Broadcasting 
System eoiulueieil one of ifie first broadly 
'iMsed ii.iTinnnl polliron the Bilt'of Rights.' 

I hrce tjiiarters of those ques tioned fav ored 
restriettng ilie right of pcacclul assembly. '.A 
inujorily would abridge the right of free 
speech and «>f the press. One third would 
permit police li> search a home without u

Ihe Bill of Rights eouhts only iiiasm'ueh 
as the Suprenu; Court eiil'orees it. Vet for. 
most of its history', the court has been luathe 
to do StI. 

In I79X. seven years aller ilte First - 
Amendment went into effeet. Congress 
p.isseil the .'seilnion .Act. making n a crime 
to s;jy or write anylliiiig “false, .seatulaloiis 
and nialieious'.' against any part of tile 
government, fen .Americans were 
imprisoned under the law. The Supreme 
Court never fonnally eoasidered ihai law.
